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Erratum: 

Due  to  a  typesetting  error  in  the  September  1985  article  “The  Relationship  Between  Law  Enforcement  Officer 
Height,  Aggression,  and  Job  Performance”  by  Kenneth  R.  Willoughby  and  William  R.  Blount,  the  second 
paragraph  on  page  227  is  missing  a  line  of  type  and  should  read  as  follows: 

Significant  differences  were  found  for  the  warning  data,  F  (2, 122)  =  15.71,  p<.01,  and  the  means  were  in  the 
expected  direction.  Short  officers  issued  129.02  warnings  on  the  average,  significantly  more  than  the  88.83  of 
the  tall  officers,  t  (122)  =  1.77,  p<.05.  Medium  height  officers  issued  110.66  warnings  on  the  average,  neither 
significantly  more  than  the  tall  officers,  t  (122)  =  .95,  ns,  nor  significantly  less  than  the  short  officers,  t  (122)  = 
.85,  ns,  (see  figure  1).  Overall,  13,873  warnings  were  issued  for  an  overall  per  man  average  of  110.98.
